Priest and Dr. Heine Marks are enthasiastic 
over the idea and Dr. Priest predicts that the 
next innovation of the kind will be aerial 
ambulances. Health Commissioner Homan 
has favored the electric car ambulance plan 
ever since it was proposed by John Scullin. 

The electric ambulance will run regularly 
every day now and a switch will soon be 
bullt from the City Dispensary tothe car 
line and another switch will be constructed 
into the City Hospital grounds. At present 
patients are conveyed from the City Dispen- 
sary to Twelfth and Pine streets by the old 
ambulances.

TRADE WITH MEXICO. 


* 


St. Leuts Gradealiy Sepplentisng New 
York and Other Coast Points. 


Lewellyn E. Pratt, a young newspaper 
writer, formerly of Columbus, O., who has 
been in Mexico several months as a cor- 
respondent, is in St. Louls to push a book 
which the Mexican Central Rallway is going 
to issue about Mexico. Ide book will de in- 
tended largely to develop st. Louis 
trade with Mexico and to fur- 
nish St. Louis houses with data 
and information useful in their 


trade intercourse with the Latin Republic. 
The railway, which has a line of steamers 
runoing from Mobile, Ala., aad which hopes 
to secure a large Diock of the growing ship- 
ping trade between St. Louls and Mexico, 
will distribute 10,000 volumes of the work. 
Mr. Pratt bopes to interest St. Louls mer- 
chants in the scheme. 

Mr. Pratt believes Mexico will eventually 
will afford st. Louls merchants an unbouwnda- 
eda field. He declines to express 
an opinion the probability of a 
reduction of the tariff on Ameriean 
Cereais at this time, but delieves that Wen 
it does come, an immense market will be 

ned to the products of American farmers. | 

Now, said he, only the wealthier 
classes in the cities seem to use flour.

The railway and steamer line, via 
Modile, brings this city hundreds of miles 
nearer to Mexico than New York, which has 
previously enjoyed a good portion of Merx!- 
can trade, and st. Louis push aad expansive- 
ness is Going the rest.

Normal Pupils. 


PRESIDENT BROCKEMAN REPLIES T0 


VERY POINTED QUESTIONS. 


Taxes, He Says, Are Not Paid to Sup- 
port a School for Training Teachers, 
buat the Normal Is Maintained Merely 
to Furnish Teachers to the Public 
Schools. : 


Anumber of communications have deen 
received by the PosT-DIsPaTCcH eriticising 
the School Board’s action in refusing High 
School graduates the rightto enter the Nor- 
mal because the supply of teachers in St. 
Louis is much greater than the demand. In 
these letters the following points are made: 

1. What justice is there ia the School Board 
limiting the number of pupils ip tne Normal School? 
Are not the rights of one yeung lady graduate of the 
High School és great as another? 

4. Have not taxes been paid for the maintenance 
of the Mormai sehool? 

8. What has the over-supply of teachers got to do 
with the right of High School graduates to reeeive 
Normal School training? Normal graduates receive 
no support from the 8t. Louis sehools. 

PRESIDENT BROCKMAN’S REPLY. 

The questions were propounded to the 
President of the School Board, Mr. F. W. 
Brockman. He answered as follows: 

‘*There can be no question as to the justice 
of our action in retricting the number of 
Normal pupils to 150. It is for us to preserve 
the high standing of our corps of teachers. 
It is reasonable to suppose that Normal 
graduates are better fitted to teach shortly 
after they complete their course, than two 
or three years later, when they will have 
forgotten the technical learning which they 
obtained in their pedagogical studies. At 
the present time we have more teachers in 
reserve than we will need for two years, and 
we should not have a reserve for more than 
one year, if we are to maintain the standard 
of efficiency. 

A SURPLUS OF 354. 

There are now 204 unemployed teachers, If 
the Normal attendance is limited to 150 the 
number of unemployed teachers will de in- 
creased by 75 next January, by 75 next June, 
and by 150 in January, 1986, when the 
High school class which e now pursuing a 
limited Normal course will graduate as 
teachers, together with the last class that 
will leave the rmal. Therefore in Janu- 
ary, 1896, the number of unemployea teach- 
ers will be 204, plus 300, less 150 for whom we 
wili meanwhile find positions. The siteation 
at that time therefore will be teachers 
for whom the School Board will be unable to 
provide positions more rapidly than 1004

WITHOUT LIMITATION. 

“Then the present attendance would be 190, 
the attendance next January would be 200, 
and the attendance in SeptemDer,1896, would 
be 225. Under these conditions the nu nber 
of unemployed teachers in January, 1896 
would be about 465. Each High Sebooi pupil 
costs the board 870 a year, and in a year and 
a half the overplus would cost $28,000. 

‘Of course the rights of one High School 
graduate are as good as another’s. 
THE TAX VIEW.
